Rome of the members of the board 
feel that a bridge on Talbert

passage for heavy loads will be al­ 
most impossible, and thero

no 
bridge near at hand over which the 
ranchers can take their loads on the 
journey to the sugar factory, 
“Something will havo to be done 
at that point,” said Supervisor Leek.

PRISON WARDEN PLEADS CAUSE 
OFCONVICTSANDTHEIRFAMILIESi ON SATURDAY. MARCH 
Says That Prisons Should Be Conducted] 
So As to Convert Convicts Into Use­ 
ful Men and Women. 


CANON CITY, Colo., 
March 
“From statistics we find that, of the 
350 criminal cases taken to the su 
preme court of this state, over sixty 
per cent have been reversed. 
Now 
comes the qustion: 
How many men 
caught in the toils of the law can 
ever hope to bring their cases to the 
highest court in the state? 
And 
is not reasonable to 
assume 
that, 
were the supreme court to rule on 
all the criminal 
cases—had 
these 
men the money to provide 
for it 
only fifty per cent of 
our 
present, 
prison population would be here to 
day.” 
In these words, Thomas J. Tynan 
warden of the Colorado penitentiary 
here, whose 
humane 
methods 
of 
handling the convicts committed to 
his care, have brought 
forth 
the 
praises of the sociologists throughout 
the country, in an fnterview with 
the United Press today summed up 
the reasons why he is 
fighting for 
the privilege and liberties of the men 
and women convicts. 
For several years Tynan has been 
an advocate of the theory that pris­ 
ons and reformatories should not be 
mere 
places 
of 
confinement 
but 
should convert convicts 
into useful 
men and women, with an object in 
life -and ability to earn 
an 
honest 
liviug. 
Some time ago, Tynan aston­ 
ished penology experts through the 
country when he successfully put his 
convicts on their honor and let them 
work on the roads of the state on 
their own parole and without being 
kept under armed guards. 
“I believe that nearly 75 per cent 
of the vast army of men in our pris­ 
ons today need not serve their sen 
tences behind prison walls," Tynap 
continued. 
“I believe they could be 
protilatdy worked In the interest of, 
the ^late as well as themselves, 
in 
outdoor work, so that, while techni 
cally serving sentences 
for certain 
offenses committed they could earl 
a reasonable and just wage. 
"This seventy-uve per cent, in most 
cases, are by no means the hopeless 
and abandoned 
creatures 
we 
pre 
sume are beyond the pale of redemp­ 
tion, but men who can be saved for 
the improvement of the race or so­ 
ciety. Yet there is something in ltv 
lug behind sombre gray walls that 
steeps a man’B self respect in a filth 
and mire from which recovery la sel­ 
dom attained. 
“During the last 
three 
years we 
have had over sixty per cent of our 
sane, able-bodied population at work 
on the state road camps and on the 
state farms, some of them three hun­ 
dred miles from the prison, all work­ 
ing In the free, open air, with all its 
attendant benefits, under skilled and 
competent overseers, 
with 
no gun 
guards, no stripes, no lock and no 
ball and chain, but 
every 
latitude 
that could be consistently • given with 
safety. In these camps and on these 
ranches, tho men have been taught 
scientific road building, farming In 
all its departments, 
and 
many de­ 
partments of the building trades. 


“Ninety-nine per cent have proved] 
faithful to their pledge, and the meni 
have set a standard 
of loyalty and 
obedience, of thrift and industry thatj 
will stand for all time. 
Was it nee-! 
essary to tag these men with a num­ 
ber? Was it necessary to shear their j 
hair? 
Was it necessary to proclaim I 
to the world their criminality and ad-| 
vertise them as lost creatures? 
“A great majority 
of %these men I 
need never have known penal servi­ 
tude, and again, had we a law that j 
would permit of the payment of a 
reasonable. wage to all 
these 
men j 
employed upon 
the 
public 
roads j 
which would enable 
them 
to earn 
.enough to keep the family intact and 
from becoming charges upon the va­ 
rious counties—would not such a law I 
as this serve a splendid purpose? 
The public little 
knows 
of the] 
sorrow, bitterness, misery and pov- ] 
erty, our modern prison spreads. 
A 
tottering old lady, 
already 
on the I 
brink of eternity, visits her stalwart , 
son every Sunday. 
He is serving a] 
fltteen year sentence, and is her only [ 
support. 
Both the mother 
and son : 
proclaim b’s innocence—but they are] 
pitifully poor.

one of the largest since the culture 
of (hat fruit was first inaugurated In 
this state. 
At the present time the 
lemon growers of the state estimate a 
minimum crop of 5000 carloads. Up toi 
and including the last day of February, 
1341 carloads bad already been ship 
lied this year and the remainder of the 
crop will be moved just as quickly as 
cars can be provided. The usual loss 
to the lemon crop each year on ac 
count of frost!, was very small in this 
state this season, and some of the 
growers predict as heavy a season as 
last year. 
Since the Seaton of 1900-07, when 
3507 carload* of California 
lemons 
were shipped oast, the output 
has 
grown steadily until but

We report Pastor Russell’s discourse 
of today, from the text which he said 
referred directly to the Great Pyramid 
located near this city: 
“In that day 
there shall be an altar to the Lord In 
the midst of the land of Egypt. • • * 
for a sign and for a witness.” 
(Isa. 
xix, IO, 20.) 
Not only did God thus 
mention prophetically In Isaiah the 
great Pyramid, but also In Jeremiah 
xxxil, 20, where we read that “He set 
signs and wonders In the land of 
Egypt, even unto this day." 
The location of the Pyramid is re­ 
markable, and Its size centuries ago 
marked It as one of the Seven Won­ 
ders of the world. 
Scientists tell us that tho measure­ 
ment of Its base on the four sides, at 
the level of Its sockets, when added, 
gives as many pyramid cubits as there 
are days in four years, to the fraction 
—including the leap year fraction. The 
diagonal 
measurements 
across 
the 
base, N. E. to S. W., and N. W. to S. 
E.t give as many inches as there are 
years In the precessional cycle of the 
stars. This cycle astronomers had al­ 
ready concluded to be 25,827 years, 
and the Pyramid corroborates the con­ 
clusion. The distance to the sun is In­ 
dicated by the height and angle of the 
Pyramid to be 01,840,270 miles, which 
almost exactly corresponds with the 
latest figures reached by astronomers. 


Spiritual Lessons Hero Taught. 
’ A key suggested In 1SC8 by a young 
Scotchman, Robert Menzies, and which 
began to open the Pyramid’s religious 
lessons, was the Well. 
He wrote to 
Prof. Plnzzi Smyth, Astronomer Royal 
for Scotland, “From the north begin­ 
ning of the Grand Gallery, Iii upward 
progression, begin the years of our 
Savior’s life, expressed at tho rate of 
a year for an Inch. Three and thirty 
inch-years, therefore, bring us right 
over against the mouth of the Well.” 
Iii other words, that Well and the ap­ 
pearance of an explosion, picture our 
Lord’s death and resurrection. In har­ 
mony with this the Downward Pas­ 
sage represents the course of sin and 
death, lending to destruction. The low 
I Ascending Passage, blocked by the 
I granite “Plug,” represents the Law 
Covenant given to the Jews, but which 
none were able to keep, because “there 
is none righteous, no, not one.” 
From the time of our Savior the 
Gospel Dispensation began, symbolical- 
ally represented by tile Grand Gallery. 
It is a Dispensation of grace or favor, 
nevertheless its Passageway is deep 
and narrow, leading to the “Goal” at 
the farther end. 
As the Grand Gal­ 
lery has an end, so this Gospel Age 
will have an end. It will accomplish 
Its purpose, which is the gathering of 
the “elect” to be the Bride of C hrist 
Another interesting feature is that 
the Ascending Passage with its Plug 
represents exactly the length of the 
Jewish 
Age! 
And, 
similarly, 
the 
Grand Gallery represents (an inch to a 
year) the length of this Gospel Dispen­ 
sation! 
it indicates that at a certain 
time the great favor of becoming joint 
sacrificers with tho Redeemer, and 
thus becoming joint-belrs with Him in 
His Kingdom, will terminate. 


Th* King’s Chamber Granite. 
Before entering the Ante-Chamber or 
school, the pupil m ust stoop low, im­ 
plying humility. 
No sooner has he 
risen than he finds himself confronted 
by a huge granite obstruction, known 
as the Granite Leaf, and he can make 
no further progress except by bow­ 
ing low to pass under i t Symbolical­ 
ly it says, It is not sufltelent that you 
have a desire for Godliness, and faith 
In Jesus, and a desire to be taught of 
Ulm; you cannot go further unless you 
make a full surrender to God. 
The Passage leading from the Ante­ 
cham ber to the King’s Chamber is

—only by actual death could our Savior 
or any of Ills followers pass into the 
Heavenly state, symbolised by the 
King’s Chamber; for, “We must all be 
changed,“ because “flesh and blood 
cannot enter the Kingdom of Gad.” 
We understand the Horlsoutal Pas­ 
sageway leading to the Queen’s Cham­ 
ber to symbolically represent the trials 
and testings that will be upon the hu­ 
man family incidental to attaining hu­ 
man perfection, under the glorious 
reign of Messiah's Kingdom, when the 
Church as the Bride of Christ will be 
associated with her Lord in effecting 
human restitution to all the willing 
aud obedient—Acts ill. 19-23.
